3. USUN AMB WALKER CALLED BELGIAN PERMREP NOTERDAEME 
FRIDAY MORNING, APRIL 8. NOTERDAEME SAID THE BELGIANS 
SAW FOUR OPTIONS IN RWANDA AND HAD DISCUSSED THEM WITH 
THE SYG: (1) DO NOTHING. THIS IS AN UNACCEPTABLE OPTION 
FOR BELGIUM. (2) EXCHANGE THEIR BLUE HELMETS FOR THEIR 
NATIONAL BERETS. THE SYG OBJECTED TO THIS OPTION. (3) 
EXPAND UNAMIR WITHOUT MAKING IT A CHAPTER VII OPERATION, 
BUT WITH AN " UNDERSTANDING" THAT IT COULD PROTECT
